New York city and state, 36 oth- 
er states, the National Council 
of Churches, the United States 
Catholic Conference and other 
major religious organizations. 


J. Lee Rankin, corporation 


counsel of New York City and 
U.S. solicitor general from 1956 
to 1961, asked the court to throw 
out Walz' claim that the First 
Amendment forbids an exemp- 
tion from real estate taxes for 
buildings that are used entirely 
for religious purposes. 


Walz, a lawyer who does not 


have a telephone at home and 
will not answer the one in his 
Manhattan office, began assert- 
ing this claim from the time he 
bought his 22-by-29 foot parcel 
in June 1967. 


The property, assessed at 


$100, has some trees and bushes 
but no buildings and no access 
to any street. In a summoiis 
served on the city's tax commis- 
sion Walz registered his basic 
complaint: that by paying a 
$5.24 a year property tax he was 
being forced to indirectly sup- 
port the churches and syna- 
gogues that are exempt from 
taxes. 


The issue, obviously, is con- 


siderably more sophisticated. 


The Supreme Court, on sever- 


al occasions, has declared that 
"no tax in any amount, large or 
small, can be levied to support 
any religious activities or insti- 
tutions, whatever they may be 
called, or whatever form they 
may adopt to teach or practice 
religion." 


But, 
at the same time, the 


court has said the First Amend- 
ment "requires the state to be a 
neutral in its relations with 
groups of religious believers 
and nonbelievers; it does not re- 
quire the state to be their adver- 
sary." 


The first statement is taken 


as support of Walz' position; the 
second is taken by defenders of 
tax exemptions as authority and 
justification for continuing ex- 
emptions. 


Rankin told the court the 


same New York tax law that ex- 
empts churches and synagogues 
from real estate taxes also ex- 
empts other "nonprofit charita- 
ble organizations," such as hos- 
pitals, cemeteries, mental insti- 
tutions and public playgrounds. 


"The elimination of exemp- 


tions 
for 
church properties 


would be a departure from the 
policy of neutrality," he said. 


"Exemption from taxation," 


he said, "permits all churches 
to co-exist on an equalbasis."

DOCTOR'S MAILBAG 


Fatty Changes in Liver 
Cause No Impairment 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—I am a housewife, 53. 


On a routine physical check- 
up the doctor found that I 
have a s l i g h t l y enlarged 
liver. Blood chemistry and 
liver function tests were nor- 
mal. A needle b i o p s y re- 
vealed minimal fatty change. 
I was told to eat a low-fat, 
h i g h - p r o t e i n diet but was 
given no medication. Is this 
serious? 


A—Fatty changes in the 


liver usually cause no symp- 
toms or impairment of liver 
function. The treatment you 
are getting should prevent 
any further progress of this 
essentially benign disease. 


Q—How can one detect the 


early stages of cancer of the 
liver? 


A—Scanning the liver with 


a Geiger counter after one 
has taken a radioactive iso- 
tope and microscopic exami- 
nation of a small core of 
User tissue (needle biopsy) 
are the best methods. 


Q—What causes liver spots 


on the face and what can be 
done for them? 


A—One type of liver spot 


ichloasmai a p p e a r s only 
above the neck. It may be 
associated with ovarian dis- 
ease, cirrhosis of tlie liver, 
tuberculosis, cancer, normal 
p r e g n a n c y , thyroid defi- 
ciency or malnutrition. An- 
other type (tinea versicolor) 
may appear anywhere on the 
body. It is c a u s e d by a 
harmless fungus. The treat- 


ment consists of finding and 
eliminating the cause. Mask- 
ing cosmetics are advised if 
the spots are conspicuous. 


Q—What is the best treat- 


ment for jaundice? 


A—Since j a u n d i c e is a 


symptom, not a disease, it 
is first necessary to find the 
cause. This may be an in- 
creased production of bile 
pigment due to an abnormal 
rate of destruction 
of red 


blood cells, certain types of 
poisoning, liver infection or 
obstruction of the bile ducts 
in the liver. Once the cause 
is determined, 
appropriate 


treatment can be prescribed. 


Q—My son and 1 have sev- 


eral soft painless lumps un- 
der the skin. They have been 
present for years and don't 
get any larger. What causes 
them? Can they become can- 
cerous? Should Ihey be re- 
moved? 


A—Lipomas or fatty tu- 


mors are very c o m m o n . 
They are developmental ab- 
normalities. They do not be- 
come malignant and should 
be removed only if they get 
so large that they cause dis- 
comfort or are unsightly.

A 21-day 
diet did more for Jack's rear 
view than anything else. 


"1 never really liked being 


called Fat Jack," he admitted. 
"1 never got mad or anything, 
but it's not a nice thing to have 
written about you all the time." 


The Nicklaus waistline went 


down by only one inch—to a 
trim 34—as he shed almost 20 
pounds recently, but his caboose 
tailed off from 47 to 42 inches. 


Old pals approach Nicklaus 


and can't believe their eyes. 
His frame hasn't carried its 
present 190 pounds for 10 years, 
since Jack won the '59 U.S. 
Amateur at the age of 19. 


His pretty wife, Barbara, 


didn't have any poundage to 
spare, but she made sacrifices 
and ate the same low-fat meals 
as Jack during the cutdown 
period. 


Entertainer Jackie Gleason, a 


fellow resident of South Florida, 
dropped 61 pounds last summer 
and claimed the only problem 
was learning a new golf swing. 
Gleason 
said not having to 


swing around his tummy was 
a new experience that sent 
scores on the links up for 
awhile. 


"I never had much of a mid- 


dle," Nicklaus said. "My weight 
was back in my hips and upper 
legs." 


Despite the weight drop, Nick- 


laus thinks his powerful drives 
are as long as ever — maybe 
longer. • . -;.

"I was' beginning to feel tired 


by midsummer," he said. "My 
feet hurt more and more. I felt 
I needed more sleep than I used 
to. It felt, all of a sudden, like 
I was getting old." 


Jack isn't exactly ancient— 


he'll turn 30 in January— but his 
muscular legs have a lot of 
miles logged and "I needed to 
make the load a little lighter." 


Although he plans only one 


more tournament for certain, 
the new $100,000 Heritage Clas- 
sic at Hilton Head, S.C., Nick- 
laus will stick to a hot schedule 
during the next month playing 
the Argentine Masters in Buenos 
Aires and 
then an exhibition 


match in Santiago, Chile," he 
said. 


Like his fellow golf superstar, 


Arnold Palmer, Nicklaus leases 
his own Lear jet. His contract 
calls for 250 flying hours a year, 
which adds up to about 125,000 
miles. That doesn't count time 
spent aboard commercial air- 
planes. 


"If I didn't have my airplane, 


I couldn't live in Florida," said 
Jack, who moved from his na- 
tive Columbus, Ohio, to Lost 
Tree Village about a year ago. 
"I'd need to be more centrally 
located. I insist on spending a 
good deal of time with Barbara 
and the kids." 


Nicklaus lives a more normal 


life than almost any regular on 
the professional tour. He flies 
home between events and even

Wolf Men," the first in NBC's 
new series of nature specials, 
was a powerful and positive 
demonstration 
of television's 


powers as image builder and 
image changer. 


After centuries as a symbol of 


evil and deceit—the wolf in 
sheep's clothing; who's afraid of 
the big, bad wolf; keeping the 
wolf from the door—the fast dis- 
appearing species was present- 
ed during the hour Tuesday as 
an intelligent social animal, full 
of affection, and a predator that 
kills only what it needs to eat. 


The program showed the wolf 


in the wilds, emphasizing that 
the animals have been slaugh- 
tered almost to extinction in the 
48 states and that there is still a 
$50 bounty on the 5,000 remain- 
ing in Alaska. Later, some vivid 
film 
showed hunters gunning 


down the creatures from the 
safety of an airplane. That se- 
quence, too, created some im- 
ages about humans.

the game ball from his team- 
mates, and Tuesday he was 
named 
American 
Football 


League Defensive Player of the 
Week by The Associated Press. 


"His position is a big one for 


us and we're proud of the way 
he's filling Nick's big shoes," 
said Houston Antwine, the Pa- 
triots' veteran defensive tackle. 
"We all know Jim has done a 
great job for us since he took 
over, but this is the first chance 
we've had to show our apprecia- 
tion. 


"When you give a guy a game 


ball you're trying to show him 
how much you think of him. 
Getting the ball means a lot 
more than words." 


The Patriots dealt Buoniconti. 


a five-time AFL All-Star frorr 
Randolph, Mass., to Miami last 
spring. Big Nick has bounced 
back from 1968 injuries to key 
the Dolphins' improved defen- 
sive unit. But Clive Rush, Bos- 
ton's new head coach, is more 
than pleased with his replace- 
ment. 


"As far as we're concerned 


right now, Jim is playing as 
good as or better than Nick did 
in the last two seasons," Rush 
said. 


The Patriots first discovered 


Cheyunski several years ago 
when Rommie Loudd, now the

Drafted No. 12 last year after 


sparkling for Syracuse Universi- 
ty, he played on the special 
teams until midway in his rook- 
ie season, when Buoniconti was 
sidelined with a knee injury.

Cheyunski, who built himself 


up from 200 to 22 pounds last

Stratofortresses dropped some 
1,500 tons of bombs during the 
night

North Vietnamese 


forces threatening the Bu Prang 
and Due Lap Special Forces

The 
heaviest 
concentration 


was laid around Bu Prang, 
where 40 of the bombers pound- 
ed enemy positions on three 
sides of the camp. Some of the 
bombs hit only two miles from 
the camp perimeter. 


The B52 raids followed three 


days of fighter-bomber strikes 
against North Vietnamese guns 
shelling Bu Prang from inside 
Cambodia 
and against enemy 


infantry 
battling 
with South 


Vietnamese soldiers around the 
camps. The U.S. Command said 
243 North Vietnamese soldiers 
were killed near Bu Prang Mon- 
day, 
most of them by bombs, 


rockets and napalm from Amer- 
ican planes. 


Despite the heavy air attacks, 


North Vietnamese troops contin- 
ued their shelling of Bu Prang. 
However, there were no reports 
of new ground fighting. 


Several rounds of recoilless ri- 
fle shells and rocket grenades 
fell inside the camp compound 
during the night. South Viet- 
namese 
infantrymen a mile 


southeast of the camp also came 
under fire. 


There were no immediate re- 


ports on casualties. 


Twenty miles farther south, 


North Vietnamese artillerymen 
shelled the Special Forces camp 
at Nhon Co, but again there was 
no word on casualties.

28 flavors of ice cream. The car 
got good mileage but I can't say 
the same for its occupants. 
While we could go nearly 200 
miles on a three-course break- 
fast, we only got about 75 miles 
to the cup of coffee. 


But the many stops for snacks 


were just practice to get us in 
shape for the real eating that 
got us out of shape. 


It isn't only the army that 


travels on its stomach. When 
my husband said, "Fill 'er up," 
he wasn't talking to the service 
station attendant about the car 
he was talking to the waitress 
about me. 


Although the interstate high- 


ways are a boon to those in a 
hurry, to me their greatest 
drawback is the fact that there 
are no eating establishments on 


them— not even a frozen custard 
stand. We're not concerned with 
getting there faster—we just 
want to get there fatter—so we 
stick mainly to the more inter- 
esting roads that provide some- 
thing to see as well as some- 
thing to eat. 


There were times, of course, 


when we were forced to make 
up in quantity what the viands 
lacked in quality. But we've dis- 
covered that the number of lo- 
cal cars parked outside an eat- 
ing house is indicative of the 
kind of meals being, dispensed 
inside. 


Still, it's risky business and 


we drove miles out of our way 
to munch lunch at a place we

(AP) — Two American astro- 
nauts made a bull's-eye landing 
on the moon today, raising their 
nation's flag and exploring its 
black, powdery surface for. 
about four hours. 


Before returning safely to 


their lunar ferry Intrepid, they 
deployed a set of five scientific 
instruments powered by the 
first nuclear generator oh the 
moon. It was man's second 
quest for knowledge on that al- 
ien soil. 


The moonwalk was spoiled for 


earthlings when a camera re- 
laying the first color television 
pictures from the surface failed 
after 45 minutes. 


Charles "Pete" Conrad Jr. 


and Alan L. Bean, the third and 
fourth humans to trod the moon, 
were in good humor and wise- 
cracked often as they conducted 
a detailed exploration of the 
moon's surface. Conrad's cack- 
ling laugh became a familiar 
sound. 


They steered their lunar ferry 


Intrepid to a perfect landing 
just 20 feet from the edge of 
their target crater at 15429 
a.m. Just 600 feet away rests an 
unmanned Surveyor spacecraft 
that soft-landed on the^slope of 
the crater Z 
l/2 years ago. 


They nope tq.j»l^tp the Sur- 


^yeyor and ;retripve pkrts of it 
during a second outside excur- 
sion scheduled to start it 12:32 
a.m. Thursday. They also hope 
to have the television camera 
repaired in time for the second 
walk. Experts on the ground 
were working on a solution. 


The nuclear generator worked 


perfectly, and the instruments 
began sending data to earth as 
soon as the unit was turned on. • 


After collecting a fewX^ock 


samples, raising the flag arid 
deploying the nuclear-powered: 
instilments, Conrad and Bean 
climbed back into Intrepid's 
cabin to rest for the second ex- 
cursion Thursday. 


Before returning to the cabin 


they brushed off layers of the 
dark powder that clung to them. 


The moonwalkers originally 


were to have stayed outside 
about 3V2 hours. With their oxy- 
gen supply holding well, Mission 
Control told them to remain at 
an extra half an hour and in- 
structed them to collect samples 
from the rim of a nearby crater. 


Conrad and Bean reported the 


dust in the Ocean of Storms was 
thicker and blacker than that in 
the Sea of Tranquillity where 
the first moon explorers landed 
in July, 


"Your boots dig into the soil 


quite a bit," Bean said, "If you 
don't pick up your feet you real- 
ly kick a load of dirt in front of 
you," 


They roamed several hundred 


feet from Intrepid to explore 
and to set up a set of five so- 
phisticated 
scientific 
instru- 


ments to measure such things 
as the solar wind, moonquakes 
and the moon's atmosphere and 
ionosphere. 


To power 
the inetruments 


they implanted the first nuclear 
generator on the surface, a unit 
which required delicate han. 
dling because of its hot ra<ttoac» 
tive element. 


The camera did record the 


first steps of both on the pow> 
dery surface, Commancjer Con* 
rad's first words as he placet} 
his 13-inch boot in the soilwere; 
"That may have been a small 
one for Neil, but that's a long 
one for me," 


He referred jokingly to NeU 


Armstrong's first words last 
July when he became the flrsj 
man to step on the moon; 
"That's one small step for j 
man, one giant leap for man, 
kind." 


While ground experts studied 
° problem, the astronauts. 
the 
abandoned the camera to 
tinue their exploration,

Music on magnetic tape has 


grown rapidly in the past few 
years to the point where it now 
accounts for more than 20 per- 
cent of all U.S. recorded music 
sales. 


As more and more people 


have 
become 
interested

taped stereo music, some con- 
fusion has been generated over 
which recording format is best 
for 
which use. Prerecorded 


tapes are offered in four con- 
figurations: Open reel; 4-track 
cartridge; 8-track cartridge; 
and cassette. 


If you're considering gifts in 


these lines, hei'e's a handy 
shopping guide to today's tape 
formats: 


Open Reel; The oldest of the 


four formats is the familiar 
reel of tape, normally seven 
inches in diameter. This is a 
popular music and recording 
medium for classical and high 
fidelity enthusiasts. Open reel

Of course they can. If they 


are home movies. 


The making — and screen- 


ing — of home movies is fast 
becoming a Christmas tradi- 
tion. A film of the day itself 
uses the camera in the best 
possible way: to provide a last- 
ing record of happy times. 
That's what cameras are all 
about. And the tradition also 
includes the screening of films 
shot in previous years. (You 
can even film the family watch- 
ing itself in last year's film!) 


Argus, the camera people, 


offer some tips on making 
home movies at Christmas: 


1) Have plenty of film on 


hand. These are moments you 
cannot recapture and you will 
probably use more than anti- 
cipated. 


2) If the camera is to be a 


Christmas gift, present it the 
night before so that the lucky 
recipient has a chance to get 
acquainted with it. This be- 
comes easier all the time, with 
such marvels as instant load- 
ing Super 8 film, built-in light 
meters and such. (Argus even 
offers an action light, like a TV 
camera, on some models.) 


3) A movie camera, natur-

4) In filming, don't cut your 


sequence short. The result will 
be jerky. Each scene should 
run at least seven or eight sec- 
onds. Count to fifteen as you 
shoot, and you will be about 
right. 


5) Be sure to include all 


members of the family and all 
guests. That way you will have 
an irreplaceable album that 
traces the growth of the chil- 
dren, shows the funny hairdo 
Mabel had two years ago, etc. 


6) Plan your sequences ahead. 


But be on the alert for unex- 
pected opportunities. Like all 
the Oscar-winning photograph- 
ers! 


in component stereo systems. 
Equipment advances such as 
automatic threading and re- 
versing have made open reel 
more convenient to use than 
ever before. 


Cartridges: 4-track and 8- 


track cartridges contain single 
endless loops of pre-recorded 
tape in a plastic case and are 
most commonly used in auto- 
mobile players. The 8-track 
cartridge holds twice as much 
music as the 4-track and now 
has an expanding sales lead 
over the 4-track. Recording is 
difficult on the cartridge for- 
mats, so their greatest use is in 
the playback of recorded music. 


Cassette: The newest entry 


in the prerecorded tape field, 
the cassette, is becoming the 
most popular. One-fourth the 
size of the cartridge, it also 
houses the tape in a plastic 
case. But that's the only simi- 
larity. The cassette holds two 
tiny reels of tape. The format 
offers both monaural and stereo

playback and recording capa- 
bilities and is the most con- 
venient because of its size, ease 
of operation and portability of 
equipment. Cassette player/re- 
corders are found everywhere, 
in the automobile, the home, 
the school, and on the picnic 
grounds.

available on prerecorded mag- 
netic tape is growing rapidly. 
Ampex Stereo Tapes, one of 
the largest producers of pre-

tapes, now

cal, and easy listening — from 
a catalog of some 70 recording 
labels. Prices range from four- 
selection micro cassettes listing 
at $1.98 to complete open-reel 
operas for §36.95.

Count to fifteen as you 
shoot, and you will be about 
right.

That way you will have 
an-' irreplaceable album that 
traces the growth of the chil- 
dren, shows the funny hairdo 
Mabel had two years ago, etc.
